Why Monarchs, Why Here?

Migratory monarchs are in decline. Milkweed loss (the plant they
depend on) and loss of overwintering habitat in Mexico are probable
causes. Since eastern monarchs migrate from New England all the way
to Mexico, each habitat link along their way is crucial! As an official

for their young to grow up!
